has received requests 
for a similar system. 

As a result, next- 
bike, the UK’s 
leading bike share 
scheme provider, will 


implement the project. 

The organisation is 
looking to install 50 
electric bikes across 
several docking sta¬ 
tions in Penarth. Whilst 
potential locations have 
been identified, the 
council is also inviting 
residents to give their 
suggestions. The racks 
need ample space for 
loading and unloading 
bikes, as well as links 
to power sources and 
visibility to the public.

and bike side panels, and 
local mechanics will be 
employed to assist with 
the repair and main¬ 
tenance of the fleet. 

The Vale Council is 
working with Cardiff 
Council to create a 
system that will link 
the two schemes. 

Krysia Solheim, 
nextbike UK managing 
director, said she was 
excited to be bring¬ 
ing e-bikes to Wales: 
“We know from our 
research that a lot of 
commuters already 
cycle from Penarth 
into Cardiff. E-bikes 
will make that journey 
easier and quicker than 
ever before, which will 
hopefully persuade 
more people to switch 
from four wheels to two. 

The nextbike project 
is being funded by 
Section 106 sustainable 
transport contributions.

‘No conscience 
in protecting 
environment’ 

1 FULLY support all of the points made in the 
letter from John Bailey (GEM Letters, Nov¬ 
ember 7) regarding the Vale recycling, which 
I am sure will be endorsed by many Council Tax 
paying Vale residents. 

While in Ogmore by Sea we have only had one 
week when the collection was a day late, we have 
suffered from all of the other problems, such as 
plastic recycling being rejected, despite the rejected 
items being labelled as recyclable. We have also had 
rejected items blowing about the street. 

Mr Bailey may not have seen directly the opera¬ 
tion of the recycling vehicles. 

The Vale have employed, clearly being paid by 
Vale Council taxpayers, so-called ‘enforcement 
wardens’ who travel around in cars alongside the 
refuse vehicles with very large rolls of ‘Oops’ stick¬ 
ers which they decide to stick, often erroneously, on 
bags that they decide should be rejected. 

Ironically these labels, after having been peeled 
off, are not recyclable and have to be placed in a 
black bag. 

Also, all glass bottles and jars in the grey boxes 
are removed individually, and passed through holes 
high up in the side of the vehicles. Incredibly time 
consuming, but doubtless the reason why broken 
glass is not accepted. 

Although the Vale claims less contamination, 
because of the total confusion about recycling, more 
is being placed in black bags. We used to use half a 
bag every fortnight; we now use at least one full bag. 

Mr Bailey will no doubt be pleased to know that 
in my email exchange with senior Vale manage¬ 
ment, those who now are having to use more black 
bags for items marked as recyclable, to avoid their 
other bags being rejected, are regarded - and I quote 
- as “not having sufficient conscience in protecting 
and preserving the environment.” 

As Mr Bailey rightly comments, in its current 
form, it is an appalling system.

They were enthusiastic about the progress that 
they were making and keen to help residents such 
as me. 

If we want to pass on a better planet to future 
generations, we could start by spending a little 
more time separating our waste and a little less time 
writing grumpy letters to The GEM about council 
employees who are doing their best. 

They need our support, particularly as their job is 
not one that the majority of your readers would wish 
to undertake.

Are residents aware 
of recycling guide? 

H AVING just read John Bailey’s letter 
relating to his experience of waste col¬ 
lection with the new six bag system, I 
would like to draw his attention to what I have 
just discovered following research on the Vale of 
Glamorgan website, leaving me rather puzzled. 

I had to question the collection crew this week as 
they slapped a sticker on my blue bag, rejecting it for 
having two pieces of ‘contaminating’ plastic, each 
bearing recycling symbols. 

I went indoors and scrutinised the booklet sup¬ 
plied by the Vale of Glamorgan, but was left none 
the wiser, as booklet rather limited in its definitions. 

Today, my husband threw three plastic items 
straight into black bin as not featuring in booklet, 
namely yoghurt pots. I went to the Vale council 
website, where I found an A to Z guide to recycling. 

I was careful to choose the appropriate ‘segre¬ 
gated’ recycling option, as they have two systems 
in place. It would seem that the Council has had a 
re-thi nk and moved the goal posts. 

Brown paper can now be placed in the orange bag 
with cardboard; shredded paper can be placed in the 
white bag with other paper. It does not mention the 
colour of shredded paper, so I’m not sure whether I 
will need to separate out strands of brown shredded 
paper. 

As for yoghurt pots, it seems they are accepted 
after all. 

I trust this guide is up to date - who knows? But 
identifying particular items could be a long process 
and how many residents are aware of this guide? 

What I do know is that I now need to refer to this 
guide each time I have an item to add to my waste. 
Do I think every resident in the rural Vale is going 
to have the time and ability to do this, or do I, like 
John Bailey believe they will put more items in their 
black bag, just to make sure all their weekly refuse 
is collected and to minimise the time spent on this 
onerous task? 

Like Mr Bailey, I too have had to pick up rejected 
items blowing along the pavement, not to mention 
broken food bags spilling rotten food everywhere. 
This happens because the crews think it’s easier to 


pick the bags out of the kerbside caddies and throw 
them across to the open collecting wagon rather than 
tip the caddy contents directly into the wagon. This 
practice is most worrying as on more than one occa¬ 
sion our dog has ingested both rotting food and bags 
they have come across on the ground, their ability to 
notice these things being sharper than mine. 

I have sympathy for the collection crews who 
are now expected to scrutinise every householder’s 
recycling bags, not to mention folding empty bags 
and placing them in the glass collection box; no 
wonder collections are taking more time.

Has the Council 
abandoned Holton 
Road? 

A DMITTEDLY there were very nice 
flower displays during the summer, but 
apart from that it looks a complete dis¬ 
grace with weeds and mess everywhere, and now 
we have the added horror of the dosser in the 
doorway of the empty Windsor Hotel.

‘Nothing has 
chanced to make 
road safer’ 

N O one would begrudge for a moment the 
sense of relief that the residents of Llys- 
worney must feel in response to the weight 
limit on traffic through their village. 

There are, however, consequences which will 
be felt by the wider community. Unless a speed 
restriction (not mentioned in the order published 
in The GEM) is applied, three axle 40 ton lorries 
could cross on the B4270 Llantwit Major Road each 
travelling at 60 mph. These vehicles carry shipping 
containers, the normal width of which is eight feet 
(2.43m), and in addition there are the outrigged 
mirrors on the vehicles. 

The carriageway is about 18 feet wide in many 
places with indeterminate and soft verges. The 
implications for other road users, particularly 
cyclists and horse riders, are obvious. At least the 
natural chicanes in Llyswomey limited speeds in the 
same way as those installed by highway authorities. 

The inadequacy of the B4270 for HGVs was an 
important consideration in refusal of planning per¬ 
mission at the time of Bellway proposals for Darren 
Farm several years ago. Nothing has changed since 
then to make the road safer, but it is now intended to 
greatly increase HGV traffic on it. 

The new HGV limitation imposes an extra jour¬ 
ney of two kilometres for HGV traffic aiming to 
travel south at the Pentre Meyrick junction. That 
roughly equates to the extra distances imposed by 
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creating a one way system with HGVs travelling 
south on the B4270, and north via Llyswomey on the 
B4268. Both roads would be much safer; sustainable 
transport, including a cycle/horse riding lane on 
the B4270, would be feasible, and the situation in 
Llyswomey would be significantly ameliorated.

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Warning after 
frauders fleece 
woman 


FRAUDSTERS 
have scammed 
a Vale resident 
out of thousands 
of pounds, police 
revealed this week. 

Officers are urging 
people to remain vigi¬ 
lant when dealing with 
unsolicited telephone 
calls following the 
incident. 

A member of the pub¬ 
lic answered a call from 
someone purporting to 
be from BT saying they 
needed to protect their 
computer from being 
hacked. 

That was followed 
by a call from someone 
alleging to be from the 
National Crime Agency 
saying the victim’s 
bank account had been 
involved in a money 
laundering scam and 
that they should trans¬ 
fer funds to a secure 
account. 

As a result the vic¬ 
tim transferred several 
thousand pounds into 
what she thought was 
a safe account - which 
had actually been set up 


by the fraudsters. 

Police sergeant Bryn 
Powys said: “This is a 
very distressing incident 
for the victim. 

“Legitimate organisa¬ 
tions such as your bank, 
HMRC or police will 
never call you asking 
you to transfer money. 
Neither will they ask 
you for your PIN or full 
banking password. 

“Our advice is to treat 
all unsolicited calls with 
caution. 

“Never feel pressured 
into making a quick 
decision - a genuine 
organisation won’t 
mind giving you time to 
stop and think. 

“We also urge you 
to look out for your 
loved ones and make 
your elderly neighbours 
- who might not use 
social media - aware.”

Town’s last Welsh language 
chapel up for sale 


BARRY’S 
Tabernacle chapel 
opposite the library 
on King Square has 
been put up for sale. 

Like many other 
churches in Barry, the 
congregation has dwin¬ 
dled and has found it 
difficult to look after the 
building. 

One of the main diffi¬ 
culties with maintaining 
old chapels is accessi¬ 
bility; the stairs up to 
the chapel and down 
to the vestry makes it 
more difficult for ageing 
membership to come to 
chapel. 

Tabernacle is the last 
Welsh language chapel 
in Barry. 

The church that wor¬ 
ships in the chapel will 
hold the final service on 
the last Sunday of 2019, 
and from January 2020 
the congregation will 
meet at Sant Ffransis 
community centre in 
Porth y Castell on 
Sunday mornings. 

They have been meet¬ 
ing there for monthly 
weekday communion for 
some years. 

The church will look 
back with pride at the 
chapel’s contribution to 
the life of the town as 
well as the spiritual life 
of the church. 


In 1976 Morning 
Worship on ITV was 
broadcast live throughout 
the UK from Tabemacl 
and it has featured on 
BBC’S Caniadaeth 
y Cysegr and S4C’s 
Dechrau Canu. Over 
the years it has hosted 
many musical events, 
particularly at Christmas 
time, and in 2011- 2012 
the National Eisteddfod 
Choir held all its weekly 
rehearsals there. 

The church was first 
established on this site 
in a tin shed on April 20, 
1890 by 40 people who 
came to live in Barry and 
were previously mem¬ 
bers at Bethel, Penarth. 

The churches at 
Tabernacl and Bethel 
Penarth have come 
together again in recent 
times for the ministry 
of the Reverend Kevin 
Davies. 

The original building 
cost £285! £85 was 
collected on the day the 
church was established. 

Descendants of some 
of those early pioneers 
were worshipping in 
the chapel a hundred 
years later. In 1899 the 
Reverend Ben Evans 
became the minister of 
Tabemacl and during his 
time church membership 
grew to over 400. He 
played a large part in the 



civic life of Barry and 
was a strong advocate of 
temperance. 

His son, Dan Evans 
established a store in 
the town and played an 
active role in the cul¬ 
tural and political life 
of Barry. Ben Evans’ 
grandson, Gwynfor 
Evans became the first 
Plaid Cymru member of 
Parliament, and his great 
grandchildren are mem¬ 
bers of the church today. 

The present building 
was erected in 1894 and 
the gallery was built in 
1914 to cope with the 
increased membership. 

In 1924 the pipe organ 
was built and installed 


and the musical reputa¬ 
tion of the church was 
established. 

The church has been 
considering the sale over 
the past three years, and 
has not yet found a new 
permanent home; but 
the members are looking 
forward to developing 
as a church in its new 
temporary home at Sant 
Ffransis, which was the 
home of a Welsh primary 
school in Barry for many 
years.

Ramblers walk the 
Glamorgan Ridgeway 


ALISON and 
Louise from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
recently played 
host to six walkers 
and Biddy the dog 
at Llanharan on a 
walk that followed 
all the recent heavy 
rainfall. 

A gradual steep climb 
by road and track led 
them out onto Mynydd 
Coedbychan, along 
flooded pathways and 
into fields for a thrill¬ 
ing aerial display from 
a Red Kite before a 
descent to Llanbad-fawr 
Farm, where they passed 
the mined buildings of 
the Kimberly drift mine. 

A near disaster 
occurred when one of 
the group sank thigh 
high in soft squelchy 
mud and had to be pulled 
clear before a climb up 
through Ty’n-y-Cwm 


for lunch on part of the 
Glamorgan Ridgeway. 

A cool wind began 
to blow as dark clouds 
scudded across the sky 
and as the temperature 
began to drop, they 
packed up and contin¬ 
ued eastwards along the 
ridge, while enjoying 
misty views out over 
the Bristol Channel and 
south-east to the tall 
TV mast at St Hilary. 
Avoiding more surface 
water, a series of gates 
led them above the 
lonely mins of St Peter’s 
super Montem Church 
which stands above 
Brynna and then into 
fields containing sheep. 

Crossing a stile at 
the end of a substantial 
stone wall surrounding 
the Llantrisant Forest 
brought them along 
muddy paths sprinkled 
with soft pine needles 
and the brown and red 
tints of beech leaves 


and back out into fields 
overlooking Llanharan. 
Trudging downhill 
through yet more water 
and along a path above 
the majestic Llanharan 
House, an autumnal 
path through woods 
and a field containing 
two friendly ponies led 
them to the A473 and 
into Llanharan, passing 
The High Comer pub. 

Dating from 1700, 
it was originally called 
The Comer House and 
catered for the sporting 
men who visited during 
the hunting season, as 
well as serving as a 
chapel in the 1770s, 
when powerful preachers 
denounced the demon 
dri nk that was heartily 
enjoyed by the menfolk.

Deadline looms to get 
water abstraction licence 


THE deadline is fast 
approaching for changes 
in water abstraction licence 
requirements. 

New regulations mean that 
transitional license applications 
will need to be submitted before 
December 31 to prevent losing 
the right to abstract water from 
January 1, 2020. 

Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) regulates water abstrac¬ 
tion which is the process of taking 
water directly from surface water, 
such as rivers, or groundwater, 
such as boreholes. 

Kathryn Mainwaring, NRW’s 
Water Resources lead specialist 
advisor, said: “If you take more 
than 20 cubic meters (4,400 gal¬ 
lons) per day from a surface or 
groundwater source you are likely 
to need a transitional licence. 

“Before 2018, a lot of water 
abstraction activity was exempt 
from licencing but changes to 
the law now require previously 


exempt abstractors to apply for 
transitional abstraction licences. 

“Water abstraction can have a 
significant impact on the envi¬ 
ronment and until now, these 
abstractors have legally been able 
to take an unlimited supply of 
water, without consideration of 
impacts on the environment or 
other water users.” 

Several activities which were 
previously exempt will now 
require a licence if they take more 
than 20 cubic meters per day; 
these include: 

• Abstraction for any purpose 
in a previously geographically 
exempt groundwater or surface 
water area. These covered a large 
proportion of north, west and 
wouth west Wales. 

• All forms of irrigation (pre¬ 
viously only spray irrigation 
required a licence). 

• Warping (the abstraction of 
water containing silt to fertilise 
agricultural land). 

Kathryn added: “We need to 


make sure that the amount of 
water taken from our rivers or 
out of the ground does not cause 
unacceptable impacts on the envi¬ 
ronment or other water users. 

“By applying before the 
deadline, you will benefit from 
a streamlined process which 
makes most applications easier 
and cheaper and you are more 
likely to be able to take water as 
you’ve done in the past. You’ll be 
able to continue abstracting as you 
have done in the past while your 
application is determined. 

“If you don’t apply, you may 
lose your right to abstract water 
and could face enforcement action 
including prosecution if you con¬ 
tinue to do so.”

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


THE new apiary 
site is now ready 
to be occupied; 
it is still on 
Fonmon estate, 
but I cannot move 
any of the hives 
there until lower 
temperatures set 
in and confine 
the bees to their 
respective hives. 

Why is this? 

A minimum distance 
of at least three miles 
is recommended due to 
the fact that bees use 
local landmarks to rec¬ 
ognise their home base. 

The new site is about 
a half-mile away and 
were I to move the hives 
while the bees are still 
actively out foraging, 
they would pick up on 
familiar landmarks and 
return to their old site. 

So to aid the move, 
I require low tempera¬ 
tures to kick in and for 
the bees to adapt to a 
winter shutdown mode 
- this is not hibernation! 

When temperatures 
are 10°C or above and 
the weather is fair, hon¬ 
eybees will venture out 
quite readily, regardless 
of the fact that it is sup¬ 
posed to be winter. 

The bees that occupy 
the hives in winter are 
not programmed to 
be foragers; their job 


is to keep their queen 
alive and to sustain 
themselves on the 
stores gathered in by 
their sisters earlier in 
the year, and to only 
emerge in the spring of 
the following year. 

However, due to our 
milder winters, bee 
activity is a regular fea¬ 
ture now and any activ¬ 
ity equates to energy 
expenditure. 

This expenditure of 
energy has to be sup¬ 
ported from the in-hive 
food stores. 

Although mild win¬ 
ters can be looked upon 
as a bit of a blessing, 
there is not much in the 
way of plants to forage 
for the active bees to 
collect. 

To replenish their 
diminishing supplies, 
the beekeeper must stay 
alert and supply a ready- 
for-use alternative. 

This alternative sup¬ 
ply is a block of sugar 
dough (which looks 
like icing sugar, but is 
better for the bees), a 
commercially made 
product that the bees 
can consume straight 
away and not have to 
process it as they would 
if it was nectar from 
external flora. 

Will all go as 
planned? Watch this 
space!

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Matt Maynard 
appointed 
Glamorgan 
head coach 

GLAMORGAN Cricket are pleased to 
announce that Matt Maynard has been 
appointed as the club’s head coach. 

Maynard has signed a three-year deal which will 
see him remain at the club until at least the end of 
the 2022 season. The former Glamorgan captain 
and head coach returned to the club in late 2017 
as a batting consultant, before being named as the 
interim head coach for the 2019 season. He guided 
the Welsh county to fourth place in division two in 
the Specsavers County Championship as his side 
narrowly missed out on promotion. 

Maynard has extensive experience in the head 
coach role, having previously been in the position 
at Glamorgan between 2008 and 2010. Following 
his departure he enjoyed a successful stint with the 
Titans, winning the domestic four-day competition 
as well as the domestic T20 competition in his first 
year at the club. 

Maynard then spent three years at Somerset as 
their director of cricket before re-joining Glamorgan. 

The 53-year-old was also an assistant coach under 
Duncan Fletcher when the England team won the 
Ashes in 2005. Maynard had a glittering 20 year 
playing career with Glamorgan where he amassed 
over 24,000 first-class runs and struck a club record 
54 first-class centuries. He famously captained the 
side to the County Championship title in 1997, 
and played a key role in three one-day competition 
victories in 1993, 2002 and 2004. 

Maynard also represented England 18 times, in 
four Test matches and 14 ODIs, between 1988 and 
2000. “It’s very exciting to be able to carry on the 
work we started this year. 

“I love being a part of this club and I have 
enjoyed working with the players and coaching staff 
throughout the season. There is lots of talent within 
the squad and we have a good mix of young players 
and experienced heads. 

“We saw a big improvement in the County 
Championship and Royal London One-Day Cup but 
it’s important we continue that upward trajectory 
and take our form across into the Vitality Blast next 
season.” 

Director of cricket, Mark Wallace, added: “We 
are delighted to have secured Matt as our permanent 
head coach. After conducting a thorough review of 
the season with players, coaches and staff it became 
apparent Matt should continue his role as head 
coach. The side showed a great deal of improvement 
across two of the three formats under his leadership 
and came very close to gaining promotion in the 
County Championship. 

“Matt is a highly experienced head coach who has 
developed his skills around the world and possesses 
an intimate knowledge of the club and how we are 
structured. He has developed a very good rapport 
with the players since his return and helped to 
improve their individual games and mind sets. 

“Retaining Matt is great news for the club and 
we look forward to him carrying on his fine work at 
Glamorgan over the next few years.”

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Two penalty tries hamper 
depleted Barry at Treorchy 


AFTER a week 
without a game, it 
was back to business 
for the Barry First 
XV last Saturday 
when they travelled 
for an WRU East 
Central League 
One fixture against 
second-placed 
Treorchy RFC. 

With a number of 
regulars unavailable, it 
was an opportunity for 
some younger members 
to make their mark. 

In calm but overcast 
and soggy conditions, 
Barry kicked off and the 
ball was immediately 
knocked on to give 
Barry the first scrum of 
the day. With the visitors 
lacking a bit of scrum¬ 
mage weight they needed 
quick ball and unfortu¬ 
nately, under pressure 
the ball was mishandled. 

Home scrum half 
Nathan Griffiths hacked 
on towards the Barry 
line and, in the chase 
that followed, the ref¬ 
eree decided he had 
been obstructed. To the 
dismay of the travelling 
supporters, he awarded 
Treorchy a penalty try. 
With only a couple of 
minutes played, the 
hosts had a 7 - 0 lead. 

Barry immediately 
came back with a 


number of attacking 
moves, only to be denied 
by a resolute defence. 
However, continued 
pressure by Barry, with 
some penetrating runs 
by prop Alyn Evans, 
resulted in a penalty 
against the home No 
4, Jordan Thomas, for 
not releasing. Barry full 
back Kyle Barros made 
no mistake with the 
kick from 40 yards out. 

For the next five 
minutes or so Barry 
continued to attack but 
in their eagerness to 
add to the score, they 
were caught off side. 
Treorchy fly-half Jordan 
Lloyd, found touch just 
outside the Barry 22 
with a long relieving 
kick. From the lineout, 
a take and drive by the 
home pack was stopped, 
but a Barry player was 
caught offside and Lloyd 
made no mistake with 
the kick to put them 
in to the lead by 10-3. 

Barry continued to 
attack and were awarded 
a penalty just inside the 
Treorchy half. Although 
within Barros’ range, 
the decision was made 
to kick for touch. From 
the line out ,a take and 
drive from Barry was 
set up and flanker Luke 
O’Sullivan broke away, 
only to be tackled within 
yards of the Treorchy 


line and then deemed to 
have not released the ball 

The penalty kick 
found touch just inside 
the Barry half of the 
field and from the line¬ 
out, an attacking move 
resulted in scrum half 
Nathan Griffiths scoring 
a try wide out, con¬ 
verted by Jordon Lloyd.

SATURDAY’S scrap for top 
spot in the JD Cymru Premier 
turned out to be a disap¬ 
pointingly one-sided affair, 
as 10-man Barry Town were 
ripped apart at Jenner Park 
by ruthless Connah’s Quay 
Nomads. 

A close contest was expected 
between the two title-chasing contend¬ 
ers but successive cards for Jonathan 
Hood within a matter of moments 
forced Barry to play for over an hour 
with 10 men; a handicap that proved 
too great against rugged opposition. 

In truth, Connah’s Quay had the 
edge from the early stages, with 
striker Michael Wilde heading in 
at the back post to open the scor¬ 
ing on 25 minutes, a stage where 
both sides remained at full strength. 

However, the twin blow of Wilde’s 
opener and Hood’s dismissal for dis¬ 
sent three minutes later set the tone 
for a torrid afternoon, with Town 
goalkeeper Mike Lewis forced to 
retrieve the ball from his net three 
more times before the eventual respite 
of referee Dean John’s final whistle. 

After Kayne McLaggon came close 
to equalising with a dynamic scissors 
kick, Jamie Insall went one better; 
leaping to connect with a diverted 
effort from an acute angle and double 
the Nomads’ lead, as luckless Lewis, 
who had dived to prevent the initial 
shot, could only scramble in vain. 

Then, in first-half stoppage time, 
Wilde swept in to follow up on a low 
Lewis save, placing home Connah’s 
Quay’s third and presenting Barry with 
a Herculean task for the second period. 

With the ever-physical visitors 
adding five further yellows to their 
pre-Christmas card collection, Barry 
found precious little opportunities to 
get back, a Luke Cummings strike 
from long distance one of few attempts 
that even slightly concerned the 
Nomads’ goalkeeper Lewis Brass. 

Conversely, Town’s match- 
day misery was magnified after 55 


minutes, when former Hibernian 
and East Fife forward Insall 
exploited the Barry backline to head 
in the fourth from close quarters. 

To his credit, Barry goalkeeper 
Lewis made two strong saves in 
the game’s final third, yet Andy 
Morrison’s charges were already 
home and dry, as they saw out the 
biggest ever win for a Connah’s 
Quay Nomads team at Jenner Park. 

The introduction of a second-half 
substitute, in this case the returning 
Jordan Cotterill, was one of the only 
positive points for the Jenner Park outfit. 

Saturday’s result means Nomads 
now sit top of the Cymru Premier with 
30 points from 14 games, ahead of Barry 
in second, with 27 points from 13 and 
Bala Town in third, with 24 from 14. 

Champions TNS saw their home 
game with Carmarthen Town fall 
victim of the weather, leaving the 
New Saints adrift in fourth, while 
Caernarfon Town and Cardiff Met 
University complete the top six. 

This weekend, Barry tackle 
another side with top six aspirations 
in Cefn Druids, a team that had 
won each of their last three fixtures, 
before similar snow disruption pre¬ 
vented them playing on Saturday. 

Kick-off this Saturday at The 
Rock is 2.30pm, with Barry’s next 
home match being the re-arranged 
and televised derby with Rhys 
Griffiths’ Penybont at Jenner Park 
on Friday, November 22 (8pm). 

Meanwhile, Town have been 
drawn at home to Cymru Premier 
mainstays Newtown in the third round 
of the JD Welsh Cup; a draw that 
is remarkably the first time the two 
teams (who have contested seven finals 
apiece) have ever been paired together 
in the 132-year old tournament. 

The third round’s only all-Cymru 
Premier tie, Barry vs Newtown will 
be played to a finish on Saturday, 
December 6; seven days after the sides 
meet at Jenner Park in the league itself.
